Constable blue light request denied

Citing the safety of con¬ 
stables and potential liability 
issues for Henry County, mag¬ 
istrates turned down a request 
to allow constables to equip 
their vehicles with blue lights. 


Constable Roland Duke first 
brought the idea to fiscal court 
in April, saying he especially 
wanted to rein in a rash of 
speeding drivers in his neigh¬ 
borhood. 

After checking with the 
Kentucky Association of 
Counties, their insurance pro¬ 


vider and discussing it among 
themselves, Magistrate Scott 
Bates said at the May 19 fiscal 
court meeting county officials 
had too many concerns to 
grant the request. 

“It was a consensus among 
the magistrates for the safety 
of the constables and just the 


liability of it, that we would 
rather if we didn’t put blue 
lights on the constables’ cars,” 
Bates said. “When you pull 
somebody over you don’t 
know who’s in that car.” 

When sheriff’s deputies 
make traffic stops, they have 
training and know what to 


look for, he added. 

Duke quickly rose to address 
fiscal court, noting the mag¬ 
istrates had approved buying 
protective vests for animal con¬ 
trol officers in April. If that’s 
an issue with animal control

New book tells story of two beloved children

My Baby, My Baby , a book about two 
children born with heart defects, is a story 
of love, faith and family the authors hope 
may bring healing to others. 

Written by mother and daughter Alma 
Bramblett Allen and Jennifer Bramblett 
Sturgeon, the book recounts the impact 
on the family of their time with Allen’s son 
Michael, born with Down’s Syndrome, and 
later, Sturgeon’s daughter Keylee, born with 
a heart defect that required almost immedi¬ 
ate intervention by doctors. 

After her son was born, Allen struggled 
to provide Michael the medical care he 
needed and balance that with the needs of 
the rest of her family while still continuing 
her nursing education. 

As a child at the time, Sturgeon felt 
sympathy for the difficulties her younger 
brother had to face. 

His medical needs kept him hospitalized 
for a significant portion of his short life, 
which frustrated Sturgeon. The health care 
practices at the time kept her away from 
Michael, kept her from holding him. 

“He was in the hospital for like the first 
three months of his life,” she recalled. “You 
didn’t get to go in — you looked through 
a glass window. You had no contact. I was 
so mad, and I told my mom one day, when 
I grow up I’m going to be a nurse and take 
care of these babies, and I’m going to make 
sure their families get to see them.” 

In his brief time with his mother and his 
sister, Michael may have struggled but he 
also smiled and loved life. Michael touched 
many hearts during his time with his family. 

After Allen lost her son, she wanted God 
to let her understand why. Allen found an 
answer in a verse on a baby’s headstone she 
stumbled across in a cemetery. It said, “Sleep 



on, sweet babe, and take your rest, He called 
you home, He thought it best.” 

Years later, Keylee needed her first sur¬ 
gery just 13 days after her birth, because her 
ventricles hadn’t properly formed, Sturgeon 
recalled. Doctors discovered the baby’s heart 
defects during a routine ultrasound. 

Three surgeries over three years changed 
the way blood went through Keylee’s heart, 
making it drain by gravity to the lungs to get 
oxygen and then get pumped through the 
rest of her body. 

Stressed out, Sturgeon drew on the sup¬ 
port of family, friends and medical profession¬ 
als and her faith in God to carry her through 
these trying times. She also felt relieved that 
changes in medical care allowed more direct 
contact with the patient. 

“Traveling back and forth to the hospital,

Local voters 
choose Bevin 
in primary

While the leading Republican 
candidate for governor had a close 
statewide race in the May 19 Primary 
Election, Matt Bevin enjoyed a large 
margin over his opponents in Henry 
County. 

In fact, Henry County voters cast a 
total of 273 ballots for Bevin, giving 
him 72 more votes than his closest 
opponent, Hal Heiner. 

Across Kentucky, Bevin carved out 
the narrowest of victories with only 
83 votes over the next most popular 
candidate, James R. Comer, the cur¬ 
rent commissioner of agriculture, 
out of a total of 214,187 ballots cast 
among all four Republicans in the 
race. 

After voters chose the Republican 
candidate to run for governor in the 
fall’s general election, Bevins received 
70,479 votes, followed by Comer 
at 70,396, then Hal Heiner with 
57,948 and Will T. Scott 15,364 in 
the statewide tally. 

Out of the 695 votes in Henry 
County, Heiner came in second with 
201, Comer in third with 189 and 
Scott fourth with 32. 

The winner of the Republican 
party nomination will not be settled 
until after a May 28 recanvass of the 
primary election count, an adminis¬ 
trative action to double check vote 
totals from around the state. 

On the Democratic side of the pri¬ 
mary, Jack Conway was the preferred 
candidate in both Henry County and 
Kentucky. In Henry County, Conway 
earned 702 votes out of 959 in the 
contest with Geoffrey M. Young. 

Statewide, Conway easily won 
the primary with 78 percent of the 
178,514 votes. 

Henry County went the same way 
as voters statewide when choosing 
the Republican candidate for attorney 
general. Whitney H. Westerfield beat 
Michael T. Hogan. 

Out of 615 votes in the county, 

342 of those went to Westerfield. 

In the three-way race for state trea¬ 
surer, Republican Allison Ball took 
331, or 54 percent, of the 611 total 
votes in Henry County, defeating 
challengers Kenneth Churchill Imes 
and Jon Larson. 

Ball earned the right to face 
Democrat Rick Nelson in the fall. 
Nelson won a five-way race statewide 
with 27 percent of the 163,404 votes 
cast. 

Nelson also proved to be the top 
vote-getter in Henry County with 
307 out of the 879 total. 

Incumbent Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergan Grimes cruised to 
a primary victory over Charles Lovett

“Back when my mom 
had Michael and went 
through that experience, 
she always felt like God 
was calling her to write 
a book about her experi¬ 
ence and it just never 
came about,” Sturgeon 
said. “We were talking 
one night and she was 
telling me about the 
thought she was going 
to write a book about 
Michael. I said, ‘Well, I 
think I’m supposed to 
write Keylee’s story.’ 

“It was just like a con¬ 
firmation that this was 


the right time. It was 
almost like one book 
couldn’t be written 
before the other, like it 
was meant to be written 
as a story together by a 
mother and a daughter 
about two experiences 
that God just brought us 
through.” 

The co-authors decid¬ 
ed all proceeds from My 
Baby, My Baby would go 
to help other children 
who need heart surger¬ 
ies. Sturgeon said any 
funds raised will go to 
the Samaritans’ Purse 
Children’s Heart Project, 
which brings children 
to the United States to 
undergo their needed 
procedures.

in her re-election bid. 

In Henry County, the 
incumbent received more 
than two-thirds of the 
961 votes. 

In another close 
statewide race, Ryan F. 
Quarles received just 
slightly more than half 
the 183,973 votes to 
secure a win over oppo¬ 
nent Richard Heath for 
the Republican nomina¬ 
tion to seek the com¬ 
missioner of agriculture 


office. 

Henry County vot¬ 
ers felt more favorably 
toward Quarles, giving 
him 371 votes out of 633 
cast, or 58.61 percent. 

Heath became the 
second candidate of the 
primary to request a 
recanvass. 

Henry County out¬ 
performed the state as a 
whole in turnout, which 
Henry County Clerk 
Shanda Archer put at 15 
percent of county vot¬ 
ers going to the polls, as 
compared to 12.57 for all 
of Kentucky. 

“You would always like 


more registered voters 
getting out there mak¬ 
ing a difference, but we 
were happy to see Henry 
Countians taking time to 
go to the polls,” she said 
in an e-mail. 

“Countywide, every¬ 
thing seemed to go 
smoothly. It was a long 
day with only 15 percent 
of the county voting, 
so the Henry County 
Clerk’s Office would 
like to say thank you to 
our election officers who 
served their county,” 
Archer said. “They were 
greatly appreciated.”

Talk to Hour Teens 
Hbout Drinking Depore

Parents who discuss drinking with their teens before they start 
college can influence their children’s drinking behavior once 
they are at school, a new study suggests. 

A parental talk can reduce the chances that light drinkers 
will become heavier drinkers, and increase the odds 
that teens who already drink heavily will reduce their 
drinking or stop, Iime.com reports. 

Effective strategies can include discussing why some 
teens drink and others don’t, and the potential dangers 
of drinking too much, the article notes. 

Ihe study included 1,900 students and their parents, who 
were surveyed in the summer before the teens started college, 
and again in the fall of the teens’ freshman and sophomore years. Ihe 
parents were divided into four groups. One group was given a handbook to 
guide discussions. The book provided tips on starting casual and nonjudgmental conversations, as well as 
information on the risks of underage drinking. 

A second group used the handbook, as well as “booster” discussions. A third group did not talk about 
drinking with their children until they had already begun school, and a fourth group was not given any 
instructions on talking with their children about drinking. 

Before the study began, 51 percent of students described themselves as nondrinkers, 30 percent said they 
drank heavily on some weekends, and 15 percent drank moderately on weekends. An additional 5 percent 
said they were frequent, heavy drinkers. After 15 months of college, only 25 
percent were nondrinkers and 29 percent were heavy drinkers. 

Students wlum parents talked to 
them about drinking before they 
left for school were 20 timed more 
likely to have healthier drinking 
patterns, including not drinking 
at all, than they were to Atay 
heavy drinker& 15 monthd later. 

The researchers found parental talks were effective only 
if they took place before students left for college. 

The Henry County Communities In Action (CIA) Coalition takes youth drinking 
seriously and has partnered with the Henry County Sheriff’s Department 
to support underage drinking prevention strategies.

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Fall temps mean better fishing

In honor and in memory of John 
Hoffman, an outdoors enthusiast, writ¬ 
er and former contributor to the Henry 
County Local, we’d like to re-run one 
of his columns, printed in the early fall 
of 1999. 

While Hoffman wrote about all 
things outdoors from hunting and fish¬ 
ing to ammo and gun recommenda¬ 
tions, he seemed to have a special affin¬ 
ity for bird hunting and fishing. And 
he relished sharing his knowledge and 
experiences with others. 

He always ended his columns with 
the same sentiment, ‘Good luck and 
God bless.’ I believe he sincerely meant 
both. 

Tragically, Hoffman was killed in a 
car accident over the Memorial Day 
weekend. 

Our condolences to Hoffman’s fam¬ 
ily, friends and fishing and hunting bud¬ 
dies and our gratitude to Hoffman for 
his years of contributions to the content 
of this newspaper. 


Having just returned from five 
days of great bass and pike fishing 
in Canada, my enthusiasm levels 
are charged again for this fall in 
Kentucky. 

Let’s face it, the hot and dry 
summer we have just gone through 
has resulted in some poor fishing 
all across the Bluegrass State. 

It got to the point that I was 
beginning to believe the bass in 
Kentucky/Barkley were all dead. 

Now that I’ve made my yearly 
Labor Day trek north to Canada 
and fished under some cooler con¬ 
ditions, I realize that our fishing 
will indeed pick up shortly. 

Fall is probably my favorite time 
of the year to fish in Kentucky. The 
shorter days and cool nights will 
slowly begin to “turn over” the 
lakes, bringing the cooler water up 
to the surface and cycling warmer 
surface water downward. 

The sports fish most affected by 
this turn over are bass and stripers 
(both hybrids and rockfish). 

The smaller bodies of water 
will be affected first, such as farm 
ponds and the small (less than 
100-acre) impoundments. You 
can look for these types of waters 
to begin to turn over in late 
September. 

The larger waters like 
Kentucky/Barkley, Cave Run and

Cumberland will be later in 
November. 

Bass and stripers are both sensi¬ 
tive to changes in not only tem¬ 
perature but also in the amount of 
daylight that affects their environ¬ 
ment. Their biological clock tells 
them that it’s time to feed because 
food supplies will soon be short. 
Shad will soon begin to die off and 
crayfish will start to bury them¬ 
selves in the mud. 

The bass and stripers somehow 
sense this and really start to feed 
heavy at this time of year. 

The best baits I’ve found to be 
effective right now are buzz baits 
and tube jigs. I have a unique way 
of fishing these baits and it goes as 
follows. 

I keep two rods rigged at all 
times in the boat. One with a loud 
buzz bait and one with a white 
tube jig. When I get a surface 


strike on the buzz bait and miss 
the fish, which is more often than 
not, I immediately drop the buzz 
bait rod and throw the tube jig 
into the spot where the bass struck. 

This trick will almost always 
result in my catching the bass. You 
may have to make several casts 
into the strike zone before that 
particular fish strikes again but rest 
assured, he will. 

Another good fall method is live 
bait fishing. My personal favorite 
bait in the fall is the crawfish. You 
can go down to any limestone bot¬ 
tom creek at night with a flashlight 
and collect about as many craws as 
you will need for a day’s fishing. 

I generally fish these little fresh¬ 
water lobsters the same way you 
would a plastic bait rigged Carolina 
style. That is, on a two- to three- 
foot leader behind a sliding lead 
weight. 

This method really does produce 
a lot of big fall bass, especially 
smallmouths. 

The moon phases are very 
important in the fall with the full 
moon being the best time to catch 
the most fish. 

So why not take a break from 
hunting and get out and catch 
some good fall fish?

Kentucky’s budget projects revenue surplus 


After weathering 
several tough budget 
cycles, the state is on 
track to end the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year next 
month with much bet¬ 
ter news to report. 

Two weeks ago, the 
Office of State Budget 
Director said that 
April’s General Fund 
receipts - which drive 
the budget - brought 
in a little more than $1 
billion, a high-water 
mark that had never 
happened in a single 
month before. 

While some of that 
may be due to tim¬ 
ing issues, that figure 
is still almost a fourth 
larger than it was in 
April 2014. More 
importantly, it gives a 
welcome boost to the 
overall revenues for 
the fiscal year’s first 10 
months, which grew by 
6.2 percent when the 
budget only called for 
3.6 percent. 

Barring a complete 
let-down this month 
and next, the state 
should see a surplus, 
which estimates show 
could be at least $46 
million, if not much 
more. The state bud¬ 
get director said that 
would be “a remark¬ 
able turnaround, given 
that we ended last fis¬

cal year with a $90 mil¬ 
lion revenue shortfall.” 

As large as these 
numbers are, it is 
important to put them 
in context. Overall, 
state government 
spends about $33 
billion a year, if you 
count every state and 
federal dollar and 
restricted funds like 
college tuition. 

About $10 billion 
of that is the General 
Fund, the focus of the 
General Assembly’s 
work. A $46 million 
surplus is not even 
one-half of one percent 
of that total, but it 
does provide a cushion 
in case of an emergen¬ 
cy and it can help keep 
the state’s borrowing 
costs low. 

In looking at state 
revenues more closely, 
the individual income 
tax is up more than 11 
percent so far this fiscal 
year and the state sales 


tax is up 4.4 percent, 
strong indicators that 
people are earning 
more and spending it. 

On the down side, 
revenue from the coal 
severance tax is down 
sharply, off 7.2 percent 
from what it was last 
fiscal year. It’s worth 
noting that another 
signature industry - 
tobacco - is down as 
well. A University of 
Kentucky specialist told 
the House’s Tobacco 
Task Force last week 
that spring plantings in 
the burley belt, which 
Kentucky dominates, 
could be a fourth 
smaller than they were 
in 2014. 

In terms of the big 
picture, the good 
news financially is that 
we’re much better 
off than some other 
states. Illinois, for 
example, is facing a 
$6 billion shortage, 
and Alaska has one 
measuring $3 billion. 
Alabama’s governor 
said he may have to 
close 15 of their 22 
state parks. 

Another area where 
Kentucky is beat¬ 
ing most states is 
exports. Gov. Beshear 
recently said they were 
up 11 percent during 
the first three months 


of this calendar year, 
while they were down 
five percent national¬ 
ly. Only two states saw 
better year-over-year 
growth for that time 
period, and among 
our surrounding states, 
only Missouri was in 
the top 10. 

Kentucky’s export 
market has been break¬ 
ing records for several 
years and is now 42 
percent larger than 
it was in 2010. The 
auto, aerospace and 
chemical industries are 
the main drivers, but 
cattle sales to other 
countries during this 
year’s first quarter were 
phenomenal, up an 
amazing 3,400 percent 
over the same three 
months in 2014. 

In other good news, 
our unemployment 
rate in April was five 
percent - the ninth 
month we’ve been 
below the national 
average - and we were 
recognized by Site 
Selection magazine 
earlier this year for 
having more major 
job announcements in 
2014 than every other 
state on average. In 
terms of raw numbers, 
we still ranked sixth, 
well ahead of many 
larger states. 


Last week, we 
had another major 
announcement, with 
General Motors saying 
it would invest $439 
million at its Corvette 
plant in Bowling 
Green, increasing the 
plant’s size by nearly 
50 percent. 

These gains are fur¬ 
ther proof we’re head¬ 
ing in the right direc¬ 
tion, so the goal now 
is to see how we can 
build on them while 
making sure the entire 
state benefits. That’s 
always a challenge, 
but compared to what 
some other states are 
dealing with, it’s a 


good one to have.

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Henry County's Biggest Loser produces lots of winners

Henry County’s Biggest 
Loser went through a 
make-over during it’s eighth 
season, according to a news 
release from community 
organizer Mona Huff 

Based on the popular 
television show about 
weight control, Biggest 
Loser found success in help¬ 
ing participants take off 
many pounds, only to gain 
weight back later. 

So, organizers made the 
decision to change the focus 
from weight loss to focus 
on learning healthy life¬ 
styles, the news release said. 
Losing pounds might be 
slower, but the end results 
would be more beneficial 
over the long term. 

In the new round, par¬ 
ticipants didn’t have to pay 
any fees, but still received 
weekly motivation and edu¬ 
cational opportunities from 
speakers. 

In all, 65 participants lost 
a total of 417.3 pounds, 


according to the news 
release. 

Evelyn Padgett lost the 
most among the women, 
shedding 15.6 pounds, or a 
7.36 percent weight reduc¬ 
tion. Gary Woods lost 16.2 
pounds or 7.71 percent, the 
most among the men. 

“Research shows that a 
5 to 7 percent weight loss 


can provide great health 
benefits, so they are well on 
their way,” Huff said. 

Supporters included the 
Henry County Chapter of 
the KIPDA Rural Diabetes 
Coalition, Henry County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service, North Central 
District Health Department 
and Women’s Fitness for 


Henry County. Henry 
Christian Church provided 
space and members of their 
health ministry. 

Funding and incen¬ 
tives came from Eminence 
Speaker, Kentucky One 
Jewish Shelbyville, Any 
Time Fitness in Shelbyville, 
Baptist Health LaGrange, 
Woman’s Fitness and the 
diabetes coalition. 

Efforts to encourage 
healthy lifestyles continue, 
including more weigh-ins 
at Henry Christian Church 
on the second Sunday of 
each month, Huff said. A 
cooking class focused on 
cooking healthy recipes on 
a budget will take place this 
summer.

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Navy and the Army 
and 37 years with the 
Department of the Army, 
the Coles wanted to 
return to Kentucky from 
Oklahoma. 

After two years of 
looking across Kentucky, 
they chose a home just 
outside New Castle. 

Just one hour from his 
extended family in Ripley 
County, Ind., Cole found 
in his new home a serene 
community. 

But it isn’t enough 
for Cole just to live here 
— he wants to actively 


participate in the com¬ 
munity life. 

“The main thing is I 
live here, but the biggest 
thing is I would love to 
see Henry County grow. 

I would like to see an 
involved community.” 

The chamber repre¬ 
sents the whole county 
and everybody in it, Cole 
said. It’s just not the 
businesses that join or 
the board members. 

“I would love to see 
this become a vibrant 
community.

“I want to be the 
little driving force to 
keep the ball rolling. At 
the end of the day, it 
doesn’t matter about the 
chamber or about me — 
it’s about the community 
and helping the com¬ 
munity. That’s what the 
chamber does.”

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control officers, then 
maybe the magistrates 
should think about buy¬ 
ing six more vests for the 
constables. 

“We can’t effectively 
do our job unless we 
have the equipment to 
do it,” he said. 

Duke has a big issue 
with speeders on his 
road, and he understands 
that the sheriff’s deputies 
can’t be everywhere. 

He added he appreci¬ 
ated the magistrates for 
looking out for his safety, 
that a meth head could 
“pop a cap” in him. 

Duke said he understood 
the risk he takes in being 
a constable. 

The constitutional 
office of constable has 
been a big topic of dis¬ 
cussion among Kentucky 
lawmakers in recent 
years, Magistrate Nick 
Hawkins said. 

“There are fears in 
many counties that 
people are elected to 
the office of constable 
that may not be entirely 
responsible, so there was 
a constitutional amend¬ 
ment that’s been debated 
for a couple years in 
Frankfort to actually 
eliminate the position of 
constable,” he said. 

While Hawkins has 
confidence that the cur¬ 
rent constables wouldn’t 
cause any problems, the 
situation could change 
with other people tak¬ 
ing the office in the 
future. While fiscal court 
may have the authority 
over issuing blue lights, 
there’s no authority over 
a constable, Hawkins 
added. 

Knowing the rules of 
the road and knowing 
his district, Duke said 
he would use his blue 
lights at times when 
another vehicle would 
pass him on Ky. 153 on 
a double yellow line in a 
curve going faster than 
the posted speed, for 
example. 

The residents who 
voted for him expect him 
to do the job and slow 
speeders down, Duke 
said. 

“I’ve been elected 
for the people by the 
people,” he added. “The 
blue light is going to 
make it easy for me. 
Without them, it’s going 
to be hard, but I still got 
to do my job.” 


Citizens in the audi¬ 
ence spoke up to share 
their fears of out-of- 
control speeders on 
their roads. Linda Noel 
lives on Radcliffe Road, 
marked with a 45 mph 
limit, but she swears 
some vehicles go 65 or 
70. She believes someone 
is going to get killed. 

James Edds of 
Pendleton, who later 
asked the magistrates for 
speed bumps on his road, 
noted there are many 
speeders and wrecks 
where he lives. He’s con¬ 
cerned about pedestrians 
and children that play 
there. 

It’s too late to call 
the police after a speed¬ 
ing vehicle goes down 
the road, because they’ll 
be gone by the time a 
trooper or a deputy can 
arrive, he added. 

Sheriff Danny Cravens 
didn’t support the idea 
for blue lights for consta¬ 
bles, either, when asked. 

“I think right now is 
the worst time in the 
world for somebody 
who’s not trained to turn 
on blue lights and pull 
people over,” Cravens 
said. “The officer deaths 
have doubled, this year 
compared to last year.” 

It’s a concern of 
Cravens for his depu¬ 
ties, even with all their 
training, equipment and 
patrol vehicles. Police 
officers are targets for 
all kinds of groups from 
gangs to terrorists. 

Knowing the consta¬ 
bles, Cravens said they’re 
good guys and he’s not 
worried about them 
doing anything wrong, 
but having blue lights 


would put them at too 
much risk. 

To pull people over, 
Cravens said you need 
a uniform, a marked 
vehicle and the proper 
training. 

After the discussion, 
Bates made a motion to 
not allow the constables 
to use blue lights, which 
was approved by the fis¬ 
cal court. 

Other action: 

• Heard a request 
from Mona Huff, com¬ 
munity organizer of 
Henry County’s chapter 
of the KIPDA Rural 
Diabetes Coalition, as 
initial funding for the 
collaboration is coming 
to an end this year. It’s 
important to continue 
the coalition’s work, as 
13 percent of Henry 
County residents have 
diabetes and about a 
third are obese. 

Huff hopes to find 
grants and receive sup¬ 
port from the commu¬ 
nity, including the fiscal 
court. 

Huff also hopes to 
expand the program to 
prevention and other 
chronic diseases. She esti¬ 
mated the Henry County 
chapter would need to 
receive $29,000 to have 
a bare bones budget and 
understands that the fis¬ 
cal court would only pro¬ 
vide a small donation. 

• Heard the request 
from Edds about get¬ 
ting speed bumps on 
Manor Drive to protect 
pedestrians and to reduce 
accidents by speeding, 
reckless drivers. 

He knows that the 
City of New Castle 


pays to have the Henry 
County Sheriff’s Office 
to provide patrols, 
and Edds wondered if 
Pendleton would have to 
pay extra on top of their 
tax dollars to get a police 
presence out there to 
address this situation. 

The problem with 
speed bumps is that if 
the county installs them 
on one road, then Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent feared that would 
open the floodgates for 
such requests. 

After several minutes 
of discussion on how to 
proceed, the magistrates 
referred the matter to 
the road committee for a 
recommendation. 

• Magistrates made a 
decision about how to 
divide up discretionary 
funds for improving rural 
secondary roads between 
Ky. 389 and Woods Pike, 
at the recommendation 
of the road committee. 

Magistrate Jerry 
Beasley made the 
motion, after the topic 
first arose during the 
April meeting when road 
committee members 
wanted to complete the 
improvements on 389 
before moving on to 
another highway. 

When officials checked 
into the estimated costs 
of what it would take to 
finish paving the other 
two miles of 389, they 
discovered that those fig¬ 
ures included the cost of 
repairing the base failures 
for the whole original 4.3 
mile stretch, Magistrate 
Mike Fisher said. 

Besides completing 
389, the magistrates 
will dedicate discretion¬ 


ary money to work 
on Woods Pike from 
Salt Creek to Ky. 22, 
Hawkins said. They will 
make work on Hwy. 574 
a priority for next year. 

• Voted to allow 
Judge-Executive John 
Logan Brent to hire a 
new road supervisor to 
replace Glen Baxter in his 
retirement. 

• Heard a question 
from citizen Roger 
Hartlage on the county 
requiring him to buy a 
$32 permit for a 4-by-12 
sign on the building and 
a 4-by-8 free standing. 
He’d read the sign ordi¬ 
nance and thought what 
he’d done was allowed, 
but then Hartlage got 

a letter from the county 
saying he had an ordi¬ 
nance violation. The let¬ 
ter gave him 14 days to 
correct the situation or 
be prosecuted. 

He called the letter “a 
$32 knife in my back.” 

“So I have to ask if 
it’s legal or personal or 
whether it’s ignorance on 
my part or your part?” 
Hartlage said. 

Everybody buys a sign 
permit, Brent responded. 

Bates felt the wording 
of the sign ordinance 


could be changed to 
make it more clear. 

Jody Rucker, planning 
and zoning official, and 
Hartlage raised their 
voices at each other as 
the discussion continued 
about signs and the ordi¬ 
nance, and Hartlage felt 
that county officials had 
a bad attitude despite 
the fact he has a business 
here. 

“I think you’d do bet¬ 
ter in Oldham County 
where you came from,” 
Brent said. 

“Is that where you’d 
like me to go?” Hartlage 
asked 

“I would love for you 
to go back there,” Brent 
said. 

“I appreciate you 
saying that,” Hartlage 
responded. 

“I’ll put it on the 
record,” Brent said. 

“Sounds personal to 
me,” Hartlage said. 

It’s not personal, 
Hawkins said. The 
ordinance exists so the 
planning and zoning 
official can check on 
signs to make sure they 
don’t block the view of a 
driveway or encroach on 
somebody else’s drive¬ 
way.

Does your child snore 
at night? Does your child 
have pauses in breathing, 
toss and turn in bed, or 
often breathe through the 
mouth during sleep? 

Does your little one 
wake up other members 
of the household at night 
because of sleep prob¬ 
lems? 

All of these, especially 
snoring, can be signs 
of breathing problems 
during sleep known as 
obstructive sleep apnea. 
Between 1 to 4 percent 
of all children have prob¬ 
lems with breathing dur¬ 
ing sleep. Pediatric sleep 
apnea is most common 
between the ages of 2 
and 8. 

Sleep apnea occurs

when a person stops 
breathing during sleep. 
It usually is caused by 
something blocking the 
upper airway. 

When we sleep, our 
muscles relax and the 
tissues in the back of 
the throat collapse. In 
children the most com¬ 


mon issue is that the 
tonsil tissue in the back of 
the throat collapses and 
makes it hard to breathe. 

Symptoms of obstruc¬ 
tive sleep apnea in chil¬ 
dren include snoring, 
often associated with 
pauses, snorts or gasps; 
breathing while sleeping 
or sleeping in unusual 
positions; bedwetting; 
daytime sleepiness; and 
behavior problems. 

Untreated sleep apnea 
in children can lead 
to a host of problems. 
Without a good night’s 
rest children may have 
fatigue, mood problems, 
inattentiveness, behavior 
problems, hyperactivity, 
or poor impulse control. 
School performance can 


be affected and teach¬ 
ers may think a child has 
attention deficit hyperac¬ 
tivity disorder (ADHD) 
or a learning problem. 

Snoring can become a 
social problem if a child 
disturbs others during 
naps at school or has to 
share a bedroom with 
others. 

Sleep problems can also 
contribute to abnormally 
slow growth and obesity 
in children. Children 
with sleep problems are 
more likely to have high 
blood pressure and heart 
problems later in life. 

Sleep apnea is diag¬ 
nosed with a sleep study 
(polysomnogram). In 
this test the child is moni¬ 
tored while he or she 


sleeps. During the sleep 
study a doctor is able 
to monitor heart rate, 
breathing patterns, brain 
waves, blood oxygen 
levels, snoring and other 
noises, and body move¬ 
ments and sleep positions. 
The doctor can evaluate 
how long the patient 
spends in each sleep stage 
and determine the quality 
of sleep. 

Many are familiar with 
the use of a continuous 
positive airway pressure 
(CPAP) machine to treat 
adults with sleep apnea. 
However, in children 
the approach is different. 
Surgical removal of the 
tonsils and adenoids is the 
most common treatment. 
This outpatient surgery 


eliminates symptoms 
70 to 90 percent of the 
time. The most common 
problems with surgery are 
pain and bleeding. After 
surgery it can take six to 
eight weeks for sleep to 
return to normal. 

Dr. William Dement, 
the father of sleep medi¬ 
cine, often said “You’re 
not healthy, unless your 
sleep is healthy.” If you 
have concerns about 
your child’s quality of 
sleep, you should speak 
with your pediatrician. 
Addressing snoring issues 
in your child now can 
help them be healthier 
now and in the future.

Understanding how to use an asthma inhaler correctly 


Did you know that 
only 7 percent of people 
understand how to use 
asthma inhalers the right 
way? Combine that with 
a wide array of asthma 
medications, and asthma 
management can become 
more than a little confus¬ 
ing. Together, we can 
change that. 

Everybody is different. 
So your doctor decides 
which type of medica¬ 
tion and inhaler is best 
for you. But here’s a brief 
overview of what you 
need to know. 

Types of inhaled med¬ 
ications. Inhaled medica¬ 
tions help airways stay 
open without some of the 
side effects of those taken 
by mouth or injection. 
These medications work

in different ways. For 
example, some reduce air¬ 
way inflammation while 
others relax small muscles 
around airways. 

One class of inhaled 
asthma medication pro¬ 
vides quick relief from 
symptoms such as tight¬ 


ness and gasping. Often 
used daily—even without 
symptoms—the other 
class is for long-term 
control. If you often 
use quick-relief “rescue” 
medications more than 
twice a week, you may 
need a change in your 
treatment. 

Types of asthma 
inhalers. Asthma inhal¬ 
ers are hand-held devices 
that deliver medication 
directly into your lungs. 
People use inhalers either 
to prevent or stop an 
asthma attack. 

• A metered dose 
inhaler has a boot-shaped 
mouthpiece and a pres¬ 
surized canister contain¬ 
ing medication. Typically, 
you release the medicine 
by pushing the canister 


into the boot. Some of 
these inhalers contain 
counters that tell you 
how many doses remain. 
If not, track the number 
of doses you’ve used. 

• Some metered dose 
inhalers contain a spacer. 
This temporarily holds 
medication until it’s 
released, which makes 

it easier to receive a full 
dose with a slow breath. 
Some spacers are built in. 
Others attach separately 
to the inhaler. Infants or 
children may require a 
facemask to ensure the 
right dose reaches their 
lungs. 

• Dry powder inhalers 
release medication when 
you breathe a deep, fast 
breath. 

• Using air or oxygen 


under pressure, nebulizers 
deliver a fine liquid mist 
of medication through a 
tube or mask. 

• Misuse of inhalers — 
different inhalers require 
different techniques. For 
example, some require 
coordinating your breath 
with the medication 
release. Others require a 
fast, deep breath. Some 
require shaking and prim¬ 
ing. Others require the 
dexterity to use a cocking 
device. 

If you don’t use inhal¬ 
ers or spacers the right 
way, you might get too 
little or too much medi¬ 
cine. 

A recent study showed 
that 63 percent of those 
who misused inhalers or 
spacers missed three or 


more steps. The most 
common mistake with 
metered dose inhalers? 
Not exhaling before 
depressing the canister to 
inhale the medication. 

The study found that 
people’s memories fade, 
so they forget what to do. 
What this means is you 
may need a “refresher 
course” from time to 
time. 

Be sure to ask your 
doctor or pharmacist if 
you have any questions 
about inhaler techniques. 
As this study shows, most 
people are unclear on 
how to use inhalers, so 
don’t feel embarrassed 
about asking questions. 
Your pharmacist can 

help .even with that 

refresher course.

Two top awards for 
Spanish at the Kentucky 
World Language 
Association Showcase 
April 25 went to two 
Henry County High 
School students, accord¬ 
ing to teacher Courtney 
Willis. 

In all, 13 Henry 
County students went to 
the showcase for Spanish 
language, five ended 
up in the finals and 
Anna Croucher earned 
first place and Yamille 
Velasquez took third in 
the event held at Centre 
College. 

The other Henry stu¬ 
dents among the finalists 
were Bella Mann, Bree 
Heightchew and Devon 
Haberman. 

“This year, all students 
had to compete with a 


presentation in Spanish 
in one of five catego¬ 
ries — Dance/Drama, 
Singing, Art, Realia or 
Construction,” Willis 
said.

From late April to July, 
fresh strawberries cer¬ 
tainly could be the most 
delightful winner. 

And we should be see¬ 
ing some at our Henry 
County Farmers Market 
in the coming weeks. 

Kentucky strawberries 
always deliver satisfying 
flavor — whether it’s 
found in scrumptious 
strawberry pie, luscious 
strawberry preserves, or a 
yummy fresh berry snack. 

Not only do they have 
mouth-watering appeal, 
but strawberries provide 
great healthy benefits. 

Weight watchers can 
enjoy the fact that a half 
cup serving of sliced ber¬ 
ries has only 25 calories. 

Of all berries, straw¬ 
berries are highest in 


vitamin C, with a half 
cup serving providing 80 
percent of recommended 
daily values. 

When selecting ber¬ 
ries at your Farmer’s 
Market or grocery, stay 
away from containers of 
berries with juice stains 
which may be a sign that 
the berries are crushed 
and possibly moldy; soft, 
watery fruit that means 
the berries are overripe; 
dehydrated, wrinkled 
fruit that means the ber¬ 
ries have been stored too 
long. 

Strawberries should 
be a bright shade of red 


and the caps on the ber¬ 
ries should be green and 
fresh looking. 

Berries that are green 
or yellow are unripe and 
will taste sour. 

In general, berries 
should be dry, firm, well¬ 
shaped and eaten within 
a week after purchase. If 
you can’t eat them that 
soon, remember that 
berries freeze well. 

It’s best to buy berries 
that are cc in-season” as 
they’ll cost less and are 
more ripe and flavor fill 
than “out-of-season” 
berries. 

After purchasing ber¬ 


ries, check the fruit and 
toss out any moldy or 
deformed berries. 

Eat overripe berries 
within 24 hours. 

Return the other ber¬ 
ries back to the original 
container or they should 
be arranged unwashed in 
a shallow pan lined with 
paper towels, and washed 
just prior to use. 

The berries may be 
topped with a paper 
towel to absorb any addi¬ 
tional moisture. 

Put plastic wrap over 
the entire container. 

This will ensure the fruit 
retains its freshness. 

Strawberries are a 
great snack, especially 
in unusual combina¬ 
tions with other popular 
Kentucky fruits and veg¬ 
etables. 

This unique salsa 
recipe combines the 
sweet tart tastes of ripe 


strawberries with salad 
tomatoes, such as cherry 
or grape varieties, and 
adds color and extra kick 
with fresh green onions 
and cilantro.
